IN    POBCE    ON    AND    AFTER    JULY    1,    1909 

Suction  28 — That  any  person  who  wilfully  and  for  profit  shall  infringe  any 
copyright  secured  by  this  Act,  or  who  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  aid  or  abet 
such  infringement,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviotion 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  one  year  or  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Giving  the  location  of  the  Streets,  Places,  Parka,  Squares,  etc.,  and  showing  what 
other  streets  and  places  run  from  them,  or  across  them,  with  the  number  at  which  they 
intersect 

From  this  list  the  location  of  any  number  on  a  street  or  the  location  of  any  public 
building,  can  be  easily  ascertained;  as,  for  instance,  wishing  to  know  at  what  part  of 
South  Main  Street  No.  366  is  located,  you  look  at  South  Main  Street,  and  find  that 
Rodman  Street  runs  from  334,  and  Morgan  Street  from  412,  showing  that  336  South 
Main  comes  on  the  left,  between  Rodman  and  Morgan  Streets 

When  a  street  crosses  another,  numbers  are  given  on  both  sides;  but  when  it  begins 
or  ends  at  that  street,  the  number  is  given  only  on  the  side  at  which  it  intersects 

The  plan  of  street  numbering  allows  one  number  for  each  five  feet  distfance  along 
the  street,  including  space  taken  by  intersecting  streets.  Thus  there  would  be  ten 
feet  frontage  between  numbers  1  and  3  on  the  right  hand  side,  or  between  numbers  2 
and  4  on  the  left  hand  side.  On  a  street  where  the  lots  have  thirty  feet  frontage  there 
would  be  six  numbers  between  adjacent  houses. 

This  arrangement  makes  it  easy  to  estimate  distances,  by  simply  multiplying  the 
difference  in  numbers  by  five,  to  get  the  distance  in  feet.  For  example,  a  hundred 
numbers  along  the  street  means  a  distance  of  five  hundred  feet.  Between  numbers 
1  and  1056  would  be  exactly  one  mile. 

The  new  arrangement  of  this  Street  list  gives  the  numbers  located  at  the  center 
of  intersecting  streets,  instead  of  at  the  corner,  as  heretofore.  While  these  numbers 
will  not  be  found  on  buildings,  thej'  show  more  accurately  the  location  of  the  street. 

An  advantage  of  this  plan  is  that  future  developments  or  new  streets  will  not 
nece  ssitate  renumbering.  The  fact  that  all  streets  are  numbered  on  the  same  system, 
and  ease  with  which  distances  and  locations  can  be  figured  by  remembering  the  simple 
rule  of  five  feet  to  a  single  number,  is  expected  to  prove  a  great  convenience  and  im- 
provement.
